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War Time Farm Policy 


Alberta farmers could hardly be ex- 
pected to enthuse over a scheme to make 
British Columbia normally self-dependent 
in the matter of bacon, beef and butter, 
since Alberta farms supply the people of 
the coast province with part of their re- 
quirements in these lines. 

But the plans now under way there 
are based on the idea that the Allied 
armies and peoples will require all of these 
products Canada will have to spare even 
if production is substantially increased. 
That British Columbia should for the time 
take care of its own needs is therefore a 
patriotic rather than an economic propo- 
sition, 

If, as seems probable, the war lasts for 
the three year term predicted, this ex- 
pectation is likely to be realized. In that 
event, Alberta farmers may count with 
assurance that, as in the former great 
war, there will be a ready demand for ex- 
portable surplusses of these and most or 
all other farm products, at prices which 
will make it profitable—as well as pat- 
riotic—to expand the supply. 


Opponents Don't Vote 


The Russians are staging their kind 
of an election in the part of Poland they 
grabbed from Herr Hitler. The only names 
on the ballots are those of candidates who 
want to annex the country to Russia. 
Voters who do not want to be annexed can 
only scratch out the names of these can- 
didates—and thus vote for nobody. As a 
scheme to disfranchise opposition voters 
the device is simple in the extreme and ef- 
fective one hundred per cent. As a means 
to register public opinion it is of course a 
humbug, and was intented to be, 

Anyone in Canada who has fondly sup- 
posed the Soviet system to be only an- 
other, and improved, type of democratic 
government, should think about what this 
electoral device amounts to. If Canada 
had the same kind of election law, no Con- 
Servative candidate, C.C.F. candidate, 
Social Credit candidate or Communist 
candidate could run at the next general 
Dominion election. 

Only the names of those supporting 
and approved by the present Government 
would appear on the ballots. Contrary- 
minded voters could mark out the names 
if they wanted to, but that wouldn't count 
in the result. The Government candidates 
would all be elected, however few voted 
for them, and all who didn’t vote for them 
could not vote at all. 

A government created by this method 
is not democratic—or communist or 
Bocialist, whatever it may call itself. It is 
only a party dictatorship. How would 
those who are opposed to any of the ten 
governments in Canada like to be dis- 
franchised? 


Another Enemy to Be Fought 


Dr. Harvey Agnew, secretary of the 
Canadian Hospital Council, says next 
spring may bring a return visitation of 
influenza, on a scale and with virulence 
comparable to the plague of 1918-19. This 
in fact is said to be a “distinct probability” 
in the opinion of statisticians who make it 
their business to keep records and try to 
discover the cycles in which disease men- 
aces wax and wane. The ‘Flu, they think, 
is about due to come back as a widely pre- 
valent epidemic. 

Against this alarming prediction is the 
fact that twenty-one years have elapsed 
since this malady swept the world, and 
took more lives in Canada than were lost 
by our fighting the four years

of war. Medical men have not been un- 
mindful of a possible recurrence, and 
have employed themselves in finding 


methods to prevent spread of the disease 
and to treat those stricken by it, from 
which it may be hoped that the expected 
onset will catch fe and have 
less serious consequences 

That is—if in the meantime health 
authorities launch a campaign of pre- 
paredness, This is the time to get such a 
campaign started, with a view to perfect- 
ing preventive measures, prearranging 
facilities for treatment of sufferers—and, 
by no means least, drilling into the mind 
of the forgetful and perhaps lethargic in- 
dividual citizen what he can and should 
do to prevent himself and the members of 
his family taking the disease. 

It may be there will be no genera! epi- 
demic, but only sporadic outbreaks such 
as occurred last year in eastern cities of 
the United States and Canada. But pre- 
paredness against an enemy of health is

On the Quebec Front 


Premier Duplessis’ attempt to sabot- 
age Canada’s war effort is not an attack 
only upon the Quebec members of the 
Dominion cabinet, or upon the Govern- 
which fate decreed should be in 
power at this time, or upon the party 
which holds the balance of political power 
at Ottawa. It is equally an attack upon all 
the other parliamentary. groups, and the 
members of these groups, who have 
pledged their support to the war policy. 

It was to be supposed the spokesmen 
of these opposition groups would take 
occasion to publicly dissociate themselves 
from the disruptive operations undertaken 
by the Quebec Premier. This they owed to 
the country; and something more than 
this also. It was surely their duty, as it 


was that of the Quebec members support- 
ing the Government, to defend the policy 
they have espoused before the voters of 
that province. 

Should Premier Duplessis gain popular 
endorsation for his  anti-participation 
crusade, Canada’s war effort will be 
hampered, the enemy will be encouraged 
by the spectacle of a Dominoin divided on 
the issue, and Britain and France will be 
told they can count on only qualified sup- 
port from Canada in the fight to protect 
this and every other free nation against 
the menace, and the positive machinations, 
of militant Naziism. 

If it is right that Canadians are being 
asked to risk their lives, and that Canad- 
ian money is being spent in enormous 
amounts, to restore international law in 
Europe, then every public man who be- 
lieves this and has voted for it surely owes 
it to himself and to the country to cham- 
pion the principle of participation when- 
ever and wherever it is challenged. It is 
being challenged now in the province of 
Quebec, by the full power of a provincial 
government holding an overwhelming 
plurality in the late legislature. 

This is no time to stress the point; 
but the public will note that it has been 
left to the Liberals to fight lone-handed 
for Canadian unity in Quebec.

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Current Comment 


British Wheat News 


The word from Ottawa that there will be an 
early resumption of British buying of Canadian 
wheat is welcome news to the prairie provinces. 
Apparently some agreement has been reached in 
Tespect to it, but as yet details have not been 
made public. 


Canada today has a large quantity of grain 
on hand, Estimates suggest that about 420,000,- 
000 bushels wil] be available for export and 
Britain is the chief market, Broomhall estimates 
the world will take about 180,000,000 bushels of 
Canadian wheat this year. Consequently, there 
is an ample supply for Britain and her Allies. 


It seems probable that British and French 
purchases will increase. Consumption of bread 
Brows in war times because of the increased 
expenditure of energy by soldiers and industrial 
workers and increased purchasing power. Wheat 
vessels may be sunk as in the last war. Stores of 
wheat may be bombed. But increased buying of 
Canadian wheat may chiefly be influenced by 
Britain's desire to use its limited buying power 
in the U.S. for the purchase of munitions and 
airplanes, rather than wheat from that country. 

However, Britain may be impelled to buy 
from other countries for strategic reasons and 
that will offset possible increases in purchases 
from Canada. And already the British govern- 
ment is preparing to increase home production. 

It would seem, therefore, that many factors 
enter into the question of how much wheat will 
be exported. 

Wheat is an essential to maintaining the war 
effort. It is therefore necessary to ensure that 
an ample supply be available and with the 
necessities of war calling hundreds of thousands 
of men to industrial production, as well as to 
the armed forces, it seems probable production 
of wheat will drop unless its production be 
made reasonably profitable. That is to say, 
today there is an alternative to growing wheat. 
For ten years there has been no alternative. 
That is the new factor in the production situa- 
tion. —Saskatoon Star-Phoeniz. 


The Quebec Election 


The Montreal Star took its time before mak- 
ing any stand upon the Quebec provincial elec- 
tion, maintaining a discreet silence for a whole 
week after Duplessis’ initial announcement. But 
as s0on as the Quebec premier had spoken at 
Three Rivers, raising a “fake” conscription issue, 
The Star came out with a bang: 


“What Mr. Duplessis has begun to do is 
to fiddle his petty tunes of petty prejudices 
and petty party politics while the world is 
on the verge of being plunged into the flames 
of war.

“No Britisher in the Province, or in any 
other province of the Dominion, will be able 
to hold up his head if such evil counsel 
prevails. Canada must be stoutly and with- 
out reserve united for the prosecution of the 
war and the ww of the twin evils 
against whict directed until victory 
crowns the Allies’ efforts.

The average person has heard so 
much about heart trouble causing a 
pain in the left side of the chest, 
that at the first twinge of pain in 
this area he decides he has some

Therefore, in order to provide 
you with some good news right in 
the beginning, allow me to say that 
a pain in the chest does not neces- | 
sarily mean there is anything 
wrong with the heart. In fact, in

Any condition in the abdominal | 
region which causes pressure up| 
against the diaphragm may induce 
pain above the diaphragm which 
will be referred to the chest area 
The abdominal] disturbance most 
commonly responsible for a pain in 
the chest is “indigestion.” In most 
cases where the stomach is upset, 
there is an evcessive amount of gas 
in the top of the stomach and this 
gas will then invariably cause dia- 
phragmatic pressure.
